After th at the baby should be kept 
on broth and toast for twenty-four 
hours and given a small dose of 
some 
drug 
which 
will 
kill 
the 
worms. 
The old one was santonin, 
but the best, according to modern 
research 
is carbon 
tetrachloride. 
This should be followed by another 
dose of epsom salts. 
This 
procedure 
.weeps 
the 
worms out of the 
intestine but 
they m ust be removed from the 
lowest part of the bowel. This can 
be done first by an enema of three 
ounces of sweet oil every night, 
following in ten or fifteen minutes 
with an enema of a pint of soap 
suds. The worms are caught in the 
oil and washed out by the suds. 
These enemas m ust be kept up un­ 
til no worms appear and 
even 
then for some weeks longer. 
If 
they are given up at once on dis­ 
appearance of the worms, 
they
